Preparing for Spring Work. 


The comparative idleness of winter makes 
the horses’ shoulders tender, and unless 
they are hardened, ploughing will soon 
make them sore The best hardener is 
strong, pure brine Apply it with a rag 
tied around the end of acorn cob.

moved, wash the shoulders and apply the

With proper care, they will thrive in almost
